The Busz Cavol=Revolution ju the Cur-
reats of Trade,

The Suez Canal, look at it from what point
we may, i one of the great events of the age.
It bas been In some quarters too much
boepraised and in other quarters too much
decried; but, spite of praise or blame, the
great fact ramains that 8 new thing haa been
done—a thing which men, and great men, too,
have been thinking of and deeming not impos-
gible for more than a thousand years, but
which has not by any man or combination of men
been reduced or promoted to the region of fact.
That the Sucz Canal i3, in November or Decem-
ber or January, or. at any early date, to fulfil
allits high promise no one can yet say is
certain; but as little can any one deny that
such a canalis now possible. OQur latest news
seems (o imply that the cloud which has for
some time beea gathering on the Eastern hori-
zon is bresking up, and that, after all, the
opening of the Suez Canal is likely to tale
place under the fairest and happiest of
auspices,
Our latest telegrams havae it that the Sultan,
encouraged first of all by the presence of the
Vicaroy in Constantinopls, may consent to ap-
poar on the soll of Egypt, and that he may
actually proside over a grander scene than
Sultan Saladin ever dreamed of. If the Vice-
roy goes to Constantinople the Sultan will go
to Egypt. We give this question a first
place, for it is undeniabla that if' the dif-
culty between the Sultan and the Viceroy
bad mot Leen amicably got over the Sultan
could not have gone to Egypt, aud the abasnce
of the Sultan would have made it impossible
for the crowned heads of Euarope or their
representatives to be present at the formal
opealng of the canal. Etiquette still means
somethlng in high places in Europe. It is
agreeable, however, to learn that the Viceroy
means to visit Constantinople ; that the Sultan
is disposed to return the vizsit and take his
proper place in the grand coremonial; that
Francis Joseph means to encourage the Sultan
by his presence, and that the Empress
Eugenie fully intands to he Queen on the
grand occasion. All this s wel It is
wise and encouraging. If the Emperor
Francis Joseph goes to the opening of
the canal; if the Ewmpress Euginle goes and
takes her place, we may safoly take it for
granted that the crowned heads of Europe
and the hLest blood of both Burope and
America will he wall represented.  Nopalean
cannot go; but the Empress will well supply
his place. King William, of Prussia, caunat
go; but the Crown Prince will be a satis-
factory suhstitute. In a few days, if our
Iatest news proves to be correct, not a single
government of Europe but will seek ity place
in this great tou-namenl on the soll of
Egypt—a toaruyment which ghall be held less
in the name of religion than of civilization,
which will bave & graod and undyiog purpose,
and the names connected with which will
have a more endunng celebrity than those of
Saladin, of Richard the Lion-Hearted, of Philip
Augustus, of Berengaria, or of Edith Plan-
tagenat. The lutest of the Crusades promises
to be the hest.

Aport altopether from the opening of the
canal and (he world-wide interest which will

be takea in the same, the Suez Canal,
now a prospective fact, commands the
atteation of all npations and of all

thinking men, on the ground that it is o lnau-
gurate a completa revolution of the currents of
trade. Since Vasco de Gama rounded the
Cape of Good Hope in 1497, and “particularly
ainco the Dutch in 1600 established a colony
thaere, the trade which was wonl lo seek the
East by way of the Moditerranean, through
Egypt and by way of Baalhee and Palmyra,
has changed its course, and he once fourieh-
ing cites of the Meditarranesn consts have
sunk into decay. Venice, Gonoa and (he
other citles which are 8o much identifled with
the glory of Italy in mediwval times have one

& sontence, the Cape lrade ruined the Medi-
torranean trade. Some fow yeara ago ihe
overland routs to India at once revived Egypt
and tho trade of the Mediterranecan. The
ovorland route, however, still 1eft a difionlly—
India and the far East could be reached
by the GCaps in shipa dicectly. India
aad the far East oould only be renched
vil Egypt, by the cumbrous process of unship-
ping, of using n railroad, and of shipping
again. We but state the truth when we say
that, excepl for very special purposes, the
routo to the Fast vil the Cape of Good Hope
remained, in spite of the Egyptlan railroad,
the great hlghway of commerce. A canal
through Egypt, connecting the wators of the
Maditerranean with the waters of the Red Sea,
and wide and deep enough o admit ships of
Inrgest tonnage, countinued to be the great
want and requirement of trade. M. Lessepa
bad the hardihood to attewpt to meet this
requiremeat, and he now has the salisfaction
that his work is about to be crowned with
success. So aoon as the Sues Oanal is fuirly
opened to trade, and so soon as it is found
equal to the high roquirements of modern
commorce, the route to India aud the far
Eaat is lessoned by thousands of miles; and
whilo the Cape of Good Hope is loft to sink
iuto its original barbariam the cities of the
Meoditerranean coast will recover more than
their ancient importance, and will reveal
more than their former splendor. Venice,
Tricate, Geaoa, Marseillea will all becomp
firet class ports; aud new cities created by
railroad and telegraph will spring up in
Grzecs, in France, in Spaia, in Porlugal, not
to speak of Lhe chances of the north of Africa,
which way very scriously imperil the old
monopoly of Great Britain. It is a fact that
the Suez Canal will remove Great Dritain and
the United Siates of America from the far
East, and thal it will give France, Italy,
Austria and Spaia 8 great advantage,

What is the lesson to us? We kave our
Paclfic Railroad.  In this respect we are far
ahead of Euwrope. This, however, only gives
us u cerlain qualified advantaze in reference
to the trade of Japan and Caias. So far as
ships are concerned it leaves us as we were.
We shall be compelied Lo use the Suez Canal.
In this particular we share s diffoully with
Great Britain. Is it too much to ask that the
two great commercial nations of modern
times—nations sprung of a common stock,
baving common intsrests and speaking a
common language—should unite for a common
purpose and cut a grand eanil across the
Isihmus of Darien? BSuch a canal would be a
boon to both nations and a benefit to man-
kind.

Up Town Travel.

The delegation of the leading residenta of
the Twalfth and Nineteanth wards, who have
taken up the question of ‘‘up town travel,”
and who bad an interview with Mayor Iall on
Thursday last, seem determined to take the
bull by the horns in the most approved man-
ner, After slating the grievance under which
they suffer—a most insufficient means of rapid
Iocal transit between their homes and their
places of business in the city—and after
recounting the delays, inconveniences and
dangers tl:uam.ss’p;lwmJ families and neighhors
are subject to, by the only means of travel
between Yorkville and the lower or business
part of the city, in travelling by the line of
cara open o them—the Third avenue line—
they come to the political aspect of the case,
which apparently presents to them a means
of redress. They eay ‘‘the time has now
arrived when something mnst be done,” and
they pledge themselves (the signers of a peti-
tion to his Honor the Mayor) “‘not vote
for any mayor, aldsrman, assietant alder-
man, £enator or assemblyman who will not
aid ug In oblaining the reliet we ask.” The
resolution is racy and to the point, and
Tammuny will have to do the right thing in
the matter with its contractor and franchise
holders or certainly meet the just indignation
of the citizens of the district—one of ths most
populous in the city. The grievance, too, of
which thoy eomplain is most patent, and crles
loudly for redreas, not only on their part, who
are g0 greatly aggrieved, but on that of all
casual travellera on the line. The Yorkville
district is more isolated from the business
parts of the city than is Newark, Paterson,
or even distant Elizabeth, in the State of New
Jersey. One of the suggestlons made by the
petitioners is the extension of the slage lines
by the Madizon avenue route, the franchise of
which bias been held by o stage company for
years, but no stages run on it beyond a certain
point, The petitioners recommend, also, the
introduction of dummy engines and such other
feasible modes ol fucilitating the conveyance
of the reaidents of the disiriet to and from
thelr places of business in the city as the
exigency of their case ecalls for and
their alrong ‘olaima a8 taxpayers to the
tune of thirty millions a year demand.

Mayor Hall informed the delegaiion that ha
would present their pelition to the Common
Council—a piece of very cold comfort 1o the
Yorkvilleites, as it is from the neglect of that
very body in the premiscs that all their canses
of complaint arise. The remedy, however, i3
in thelr own hands. Let the residents of the
district carry ont their threat of not voling
for any future mayor, alderman or assistant
alderman or other ofce-holder who will not
piedge himawlf to carry out in good faith the
object of the pelitivnera—the establishment of
not only a ‘““more sufficient meana of rapid
local trangit” balwesn the outlying district of
Yorkville and the centra of trade and business

| ia the clty, but a perfect and complete com-

munieation equal 1o all needs and all demands,
This is what the residents of the district re-
quire, and the best, if not the only, way of se-
curiog it s to carry out their threat of not
voling for any office-hiolder hailing from their
district that s not heart and woul and by self
interest—which is atill hotter —pledged to secur-
Ing for them the mach needed boon of suff-
clent r.lilrml communication with the eity,

The Presldent’s Thankeglving Proolamation,

Preaident Grant's proclamation, recommend-
ing Thuraday, the 18th of November nexl, as
o day of general thankagiving, sums up the
reasons lor this noknowledgment of the bless-
ings of Divine Providence with Napoleonio
brovity and force. He says the year which
‘14 drawing lo a close has been free from pesti-
longo; that henlth has prevailed through-
out the land ; that abundant oropa reward ihe
labors of the husbandman; that commerce
and manufactures have successfully prosecuted
their peaceful paths; that the minea and foreats
have yielded liborally, and that the nation haa
incroased in wealth and strength. Upon each
one of these specifications a wvaluasble book
mizht be compiled from the comparative
statistics of the genaeral health, prosperity,
wealth and strength of the nation. In all those
easentinls to the happiness and progress of a
great peoplo wo stand to-day without =
parallel in the history of any nation of ancient
or modern times,

But, again, tha Pregident reminds us that
penco has prevailed, and that its blessings
bave advanced the intereats of tho people in
overy part of the Union; that harmony and
fraternsl iatercourse are obliterating the
marks of the past conflict and estraugement ;
that burdens have been lightened and means
increased, and that civil and religious lberty
innocured to every inhabliant of the land, whose
#oil is trod by none but froemen. These speci-
fications touch upon the conduot of tho general
government, and upon each of them we have
eularged from time to time in defining the good
rosults developing from the quiet and unpre-
tending administration of General Grant. We
see that, without resorting to coercive measures,
he is bringing order and prosperity out of
chaos and poverty in the South, and is bringing
the late reballions Statea Into a bappy accord
as reatored or returning membera of the Union.
At the same time the gains to the national
treasury in the reduction of its expenditures
and the inorease of its receipts are much batter
for the first sevon months of President Grant
than his most sanguine admirera anticipated.
Oa the Cuban queation we are still somewhat
involved in doubts and conjectures, but we
still entertaln the opinion that the fog In good
time will be cleared away in a decisive and
satisfactory settlemont,

The political branch of General Grant's
thanksgiving ‘proclamation, therefore, is but a
modest presentation of the advantages which
bis administration 8o far has coaferred upon
the country; and we know from his late coup
d'é¢at in Wall stroot that he is wide awake in
behall of the general interests of the people.
Our democratio politicians will doubtless dis-
cover a design in this proclamation to influence
the State elections in Pennsylvania, Ohio,
Iudiana, Town and Nebraska on Tuesday next ;
but even in this light the brief exhibit of
Grant’s administration presented is the only
thing upon which tho republican party oan
rely for success, and even this may come too
lato to save them from the bad effects of gen-
oral apathy and locsl spllia and dissensions,
including the spoils and plunder and whiskey
and lager beer.

Father Hyncinthe at Sea for Amerioa.

This, his latest step in the path of progress,

proves in the most unmistakable manner that
Father Hyncinthe i3, in more ways than one,
the coming man of the age. Instead of going
to Rome and having his wagnificent volea
drowned in the uncongenial, musty Vatican,
and frittering away his intelleot in attempting
to master the subtletiea of the Syllabus, the Pére
hiea off to submit his case to the free and candid
mind of America, and stato his poaition to the
unshackled conscience of the nation by meana
of the pena of the IEerAaLp stenographers,
instead of entrnsting it to the forty or fifty
reporters gelected from the ranks of the ecclesl-
astical classes of the College of the Propa-
ganda by Antonelli.
Father Hyacinthe's arrival in New York will
constitute a very remarkable event, a peculiar
era in the history of the Church in this coun-
try. It is said he will remain here for n fow
months only. We ventura to say that he will
be immediately baptized to positive regenora-
tion by national acclaim, and then elected as
the head of our broad Church, for which so
many of our most cloquent divines bave been
casting about for such a lengthy period. In
the meantime our present pulpit orators, as
well as all great sinners, must look well to
their chaplets and church standing. The Pére
Hyacinthe drew {ears from the gentle eyos of the
devoted Empress of France froquently by his
cloquence. He is likely, therefore, to prove a
vory Moses when knocking at tho hearts of
some of the church members in New York and
its surroundings for an ontflow of the water of
grace. He will *‘felch il," without doubt, ir
it 1a Lo be had.

Tho Buez Canal Chargea=Progress with
Economny,

Yesterday morniog our city contemporaries
made a vigorous, for them, effort in the mat-
ter of news enterprise by publishing in their
columns & copy of the schedule of the rules
and regulations for the navigation of the Suez
Canal, fssued by M. Ferdinand de Lesseps in
Paris on the 17th of August, and in which he
sot forth the rates of charges which are to be
levied on vessels using the new iransit route
between Europe and Asia. [t is quite evident
that it will require the ultimate completion of
many such works as the Sues Canal, with a
vasl extension of the present network of land
telegraphs and submarine cables, to keep
these papers at all in the line of the present
march of journalistic advance; for we may
meation that M. de Lesseps' paper reached us
by mall from Buropo lnst moath and was pub-
lished in the HegrALD #n axtenso on the 18th of
Septembor, Others of the clty newspapers
rake it up now and present it to the public as
 freah and entirely new documont.

As the great work of the Sues Canal will
soon be oponed for the purposes of trade and
travel, we submit to our renders, in another
place to-day, in a plain and intelligible form
for American use, the subsatance of the elov-
enth clauss of the Leasepa tarill of navigation,

exbibiting the ssiual gold coat which will ba

inowrred In faking vessels through the canal
from Port Baid to Bues, or vice versa.

At the firsi moment of reading tho tables
the improsgion may obtain that the charges
are rather high and that the use of the canal
will be costly. It must be taken into account,
however, that the work of opening the route
has been attended with an enormous outlay of
money, not to apeak m the loast of the huge
preliminary and uonﬂagent expenditures
which accompanied its prefatory arrange-
mentand the progress of making it, nor to
refer to the many and vast advantages
which will accrue to the sommerce of the
world and the spread of civilization by its use.
M. de Lessops has proved himself capable and
persevering both in his project and exertion,
and we are pretty certaln that he hag been care-
ful, equitable and just and economical in his cal-
culations as to the oanal navigation charges.
Ar a general rule a vessel of one thousand
tons burden will take sixty days to rua round
or “double” the Cape of Good Hope, at an
aotual cost of at least one huadred dollars in
gold each day, not to mention the loss of time
and consoquent additional loas of money; #o
that it ensues that her owners will save, even’
at the rates of Sues Canal charges which we
publish, nearly one thonsand dollars in gold
by using the new and short route. It is

Powell’s Colorado Hxploration=Tho Amorl
can  Abysalnin.

Professor Powell, of Illinois, in his recent
exploration of that hitherto mysterious river,
the Colorado of the West, has rendered a great
service to the oause of science, the government
and the conntry. The Colorado riv.r (known
a8 Green river to its junclion with Grand)
risea in the main chain of the Rocky Moun-
taina, on the west aide, its sources interlocking
with those of the Platte and the Missouri,
which flow out on the eastern side. From its
head to its outlet the Colorado passes in Its
ginuous course through ten degroea of latitude
to the Gulf of California. A river rising in
Southern New York and emptying into the
Gulf of Mexico would he about the length of
this wild and wonderful Western stream.
Between the backbone of the Rocky Mountains
and the Wasatch chain, which divides it from
the Great Bagsin of Utah and Nevada, this
river drains a great tableland like Abyssinia,
several hundrad miles in width, elavated from
four to five thousand feet ahove the ses, and
profusely ornamented with mountaing from
five thousand to ten thousand feet higher.

Through the whola coursa of the river
passed by Professor Powell, some nine hun-
drod milea, ita channel is a narrow cafion, or
chasm, out down into the tableland some two
or three thousand feet, the chasm, with pre-
clpitons walls on hoth sides, deepening in the
descent of the Lorrent to ita outlet in the lower
plaina of Arizona, where it hecomes navigable
to the Gulf for small steamers. All the tribu-
tarios of this strange river, and their branches
on both sides, have cut for themselves, in the
abrasions of thousands of years, similar ochasnts
to that of the main stream, so that the whole
country thua drained I8 cut up into a labyrinth
of ahysses, impassablo, except in occasional
slopes or depressions, to the traveller or
the trapper. From ourspecial correspondence
of the famous Napler expedition, the lofty
platean of Abyssinia, with its sgstem of
deep gorgea and torrenis, is the counter-
part in Africa of this most wonderful
rogion of the Amerlcan Continent. While the
tablelands of Abyasinia, however, are com-
paratively fruilful, this Colorado country is
represented as utterly sterlle and worthless,
exoepting a few patohes here and there on the
borders of the streams.

Nor does it appear that in the deep excava-
tions of the Colorado Professor Powell has
discovered any valuable mineral deposits. He
reports no strata of iron ore, ooal, lead,
copper, golil or silver—nothing but successive
layers of lim and asndat of different
colors, with granite towards the ontlet of the
grand cafion, There is a fine picture of this
Colorado cafion on view In the American
Institnte Fair, by Carvalho, an artist attached
to Fremont's exploring expedition of
1845. The different colored strata of the
sandatones in this picture will afford some idea
of the astonishing scenery of thess Colorado
gorges. Fromont, however, did not waste his
timo in exploring this river. His mission was
the exploration of the then equally mysterious
and unknown regions westward to the Pacific.
So with the subsequent government expeditions
sent out to find & way for a Pacific Railroad.
They rather avoided than sought the imprac-
ticable route across the deep cafions of the
Colorado river region.

The inhabited and mining districts of the
Territory of Colorado lie far eastward of the
river, among the ridgss, parks and valleys of
the main chain of the Rocky Mountains, and on
the eastern aide a system of mountains,
stroams, lakes, valleys and parks, which
constitute the Switzerland of America. Thoe
course of the Colorado river is through the
Territoriea of Utah and Arizona to the point
where it strikes the eastarn boundary of Nevada,
For manufacturing purposes hereafler the Colo-
rado and its tribulary torrents may be turned
to o good account; but for yoears to come they
will perhaps continue to bo only the attrastions
of ndventurous tourists and scientific explorers,
like the grand cafion of the Niagara from the
Falls down to its outlet from the Lake Erle ter-
race into the plain bhelow,

Binte of Morals fn Kinly.

In the recent special eorrespoadence from
Italy publighed in the HezrAup forcible allu-
alon 1a made to the existing moral state of that
oountry. General immorallly i8 prevalent
throughout, without exception, and, unforiu-
natoly, the example Is mostly set by the upper
olasses, and is too readily followed by the
membera of the lower claases. This state of
things alludes alike to the doings of the gov-
ernment, hoth at home and abroad, and also
to the social life of many of the most promi-
nent officials. Much ado has frequeatly besn
made vespecting the immorality of the former
Spanish court, but in Italy it may now be
vather considerad hon fon to give full sway to
the worst passions to which the humaa race

ig akin. But laloly the desperate murder of a

counteas by a discarded admirer caused the
exposure af some facts tending to prove these
asgertions.

Since the year 1848 Italy han been passing
through a phase of revolutionary poriods that
have operated on its political standard,
its roligion and gociety gonerally, Even as
late as 1860 marked defforence was paid pub-
licly In the atreats to all servants of the Church,
and in many oases it extonded to kissing thelr
robes ag they passod. The whirlwind of reve-
lutionary idoas, howover, greatly changed the
position; religious holidays have besn much
reduced in number, priosts are allowed to pasa
unnoticed—in fact, in many cases they are
almoat held up to ridioule. The workings of
the “‘rings" in this country have become
notorlous, but this system is well understood
in Italy in all branches of the administralion.
This, however, cannol be wondered at, when
the low salaries paid to government officials
ara taken into gonsidaration. The late tobacce
cane, involving as it did both deputies and
officials, exposed some of these nefarious
workings, and although the Camorra has vir-
tually bean dissolvad in Naples, its influence
has but too effoctually spread thronghout the
country. Tho Piodmontese atyls King Victor
Emanuel the “fathor of tha peopls,” bul this
is owing chiefly to his free and easy habite
and the fact of his mixing parsonally with them
and entirely divesting himself of his ofcial
rank. Gifted with one of the most glorious
climates in the world, and fertile bheyond the
general degree, the present dilapidated state
of the revenue in [taly is due solely to mis-
management, The epidemic that rages among
those who should servo as examples of social
and political morality finds but too many eon-
verls in other grades, and hence infrigue,
robbery and marder ravel in high carnival.

GirimMn
loat their veasels, fish and stors houscs, Mr. Pearce
loat i3 atore and all the stock. E. W. French had
vessals wrecked apd swrea and wharves washod
away.

Most of the fishing veadals are In pleces. Twenty-
seven voasela are ashore in Rumney’s Bay. The
achooners Romp and Percy were badly damaged.
The schooner Rio was lost in 8t Andrew's Bay, with
all on board. A bark at New River was 108t with all
on board, seventéen 11 numbar.

Grand Meaan 13 swept, with all the weirs and
amokehouses. The towns of Lubee, Pembroke and
Perry loso lieavily, Houses and barns were blown
down,

This tornado 13 worse for Eaatport than the great
fire.
